OF THE 


SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


DISTRICT NO. 1. 


Spring term, taught by Miss M. Annie Fitts, of Candia, 
an experienced and uniformly successful teacher. ‘The 
school is small in numbers, regular in attendance, in good 
order and studious. With these characteristics, we always 
find a successful school. This teacher, I understand, has 
become permanent teacher in a small school of one pupil. 
Success to her. | 

Fall term taught by Miss Lizzie C. True, of this town, 
This teacher is a resident in this district, and has been a 
pupil of this school from her youth. She is intelligent, en- 
ergetic, clear-sighted, and well grounded in the principles 
which she teaches. ‘This, her first*attempt in teaching, was 
a grand success, considering her age, &c. All the elements 
of a good school were plainly visible. Quite a large number 
of the parents and others were present at the examination 
and seemed well pleased. We hope she will continue in the 
business, as our schools need just such teachers. 


DISTRICT NO. 2. 


Summer and fall terms taught by Miss Josephine A. Leach, 
of this town, a teacher of some experience, knowing well 
what she teaches, and laborious in the drill of the school- 
room. The register shows that the attendance was not 
what it should have been. ‘There were too many tardy 
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marks and absences. Still, on the whole the school has 
been a successful one. The scholars made good progress 
and seemed to understand what they had been over. 


DISTRICT NO. 38. 


Summer term taught by Miss Mattie F. Scribner, of this 
town, a teacher of large experience and many accomplish- 
ments and uniformly successful. Under these circumstan- 
ces we expected a first-class school. Her genial manners 
and untiring labor soon won the esteem of her pupils and 
the result was success, as we expected. Perhaps a mild 
dose of coercion might have been healthful to some of her 
boys. 

Fall term taught by W. 8. Abbott. This school has prob- 
ably more good, well disposed, working material than any 
other in town. If this is so, then it must have been a suc- 
cessful school. I have heard no complaint that amounts to 
anything, and as W. 8. Abbott taught the school I will say 
no more about it. 


DISTRICT NO. 4. 


This school of one term was taught by Mrs. Lizzie 8S. 
Hook, of Chester. She is an experienced teacher and seems 
at home in the schoolroom. ‘The scholars came from three 
districts and came in at different times. When I was in the 
first time there were but four scholars present; at the exam- 
ination there were fifteen present. On the whole, then, I 
should say it was a very good school. ‘The order was good, 
and the scholars seemed well disposed. 


DISTRICT NO. 5. 


This district has no schoolhouse and but few scholars ; 
therefore it was thought best to send the scholars to a neigh- 
boring school in Candia. There they had the advantage of a 
good school, taught by an old, experienced teacher, Mrs. Ma- 
ry E. Nutting, of Candia. This case shows how much might 
be accomplished by uniting small districts in many of our

towns. Instead of short terms, taught by inexperienced 
teachers, there might be long terms, taught by good, experi- 
enced teachers. 


DISTRICT NO. 6. 


Spring and fall terms taught by Mrs. Lilla S. Batchelder, 
of this town. ‘This teacher is well known in the town, hay- 
ing taught in this district several ,times, and also in other 
districts. Her schools have uniformly been successful. She 
is one of our best teachers. For further remarks I refer to 
my last year’s report. 


DISTRICT NO. 7. 


Spring and fall terms taught by Miss Nellie E. McClure, 
of this town. This teacher has taught this school for several 
years with uniform success, giving entire satisfaction to all, 
as far as I know. My advice to this district is keep her in 
the teacher’s chair as long as possible. 


DISTRICT NO. 8. 


PRIMARY DEPARTMENT. 


Spring term taught by Miss Kate T. Clark, of Auburn, a 
lady of good natural ability, having a well developed mind 
and happy faculty of interesting her pupils. Some of her 
methods were novel and interesting. Her scholars seemed 
interested and very much alive. They were not, it is true, as 
quiet, and did not sit up so straight quite as in some schools, 
yet the order was as good, I think, as we ought to expect in 
a school of this grade. On the whole it was a very success- 
ful term. 

Fall term taught by Miss Jessie B. Clark, a sister of the 
above. This lady being more quiet, and apparently less 
energetic than her sister, in the school room, I was afraid 
she would suffer in comparison. But at the close of the 
school, it was evident a good work had been done, the result 
of diligence and hard labor. This school requires a teacher 
of peculiar talent, inborn not. artificial. 
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GRAMMAR DEPARTMENT. 


Spring and fall terms taught by Walter S. Adams, of 
Deerfield. ‘This teacher is a young gentleman of good intel- 
lectual ability and has had some experience in teaching, and 
under ordinary circumstances might have been successful. 
But this school is not, and has not been distinguished for 
good habits of order, diligence or punctuality. Any school 
with a register showing a non-membership of 250 and _ other 
absences of 400 half days, to say nothing of tardy marks, 
cannot be satisfactory. The blame is not wholly in the 
teacher; parents are in fault. I received no notice of the 
close of the fall term—and hence no examination. Why 
notice was not given is a question. 


DISTRICT NO. 9. 


Spring and fall terms taught by Miss Vinie M. Richardson, 
ofChester. ‘This teacher is one of experience. ‘The school, at 
my several visits, seemed to be in good order, diligent, and 
making progress, and, considering the number, age, and at- 
tainments of the scholars, was a success. 


DISTRICT NO. 10. 


Spring and fall terms taught by Miss Alice 8. Gould, of 
this town. This was her first attempt at teaching. ‘There 
were only two scholars in the district that attended the 
school, and one of these, an invalid, went but part of the 
time. In the spring term scholars came in from adjoining 
districts, which was a mutual benefit to all concerned. So 
far as I could see and hear, the school was satisfactory to 
the district. 

REMARKS. 

In this, my final report as Superintending School Commit- 
tee, I would congratulate the town in respect to the good 
condition of its schools. I do not say they are all we could 
wish, but remembering them as they were in the past, and 
knowing them as they are now, I think they are all we ought 
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to expect. Common teachers’ wages are not sufficient to 
induce them to spend much time or money, in preparing 
themselves for the work, and we are obliged to use such 
material as is in the market. In Germany the common 
school teachers are mostly graduates of their universities, 
and the result is, that the people of Germany are, on the 
whole, the best educated people in the world. Again, we 
need better supervision of our schools. Going into a school 
at the beginning of a term, before it is fairly started, and 
then at the close, when nothing can be altered, amounts to 
but little, except to induce teachers to get up a “cut and 
dried” examination, as an entertainment. If a good com- 
mittee could go into each school several times during each 
term, it might improve things much. But it would cost 
something. Yes, it would. Anything that is valuable gen- 
erally costs something. Again, parents should take more 
interest in the schools, consult with the teachers more freely, 
and do less fault-finding. Outline maps, also, are verv much 
needed in all our schools. The eye helps very much in 
fixing map geography in the mind. We might mention sey- 
eral other things needed, but these will suffice for the present. 
The new school law has gone into effect. In regard to its 
utility, a great difference of opinion exists. Now it seems 
to me, that the best way to test the law, is to give it a fair 
trial, not by any extremely radical measure, but by a more 
or less gradual conformity to its spirit and provisions.
